Mr Harston pointed out -that ufter the 
institution of an action the debtor filed his 
petition, or rather one was filed against 
him, ond the Chief Justice ordered that 
85,000 be found as security. Debtor did 
not find the security and was arrested, At 
the public oxemination it was proved 
that the debtor, without an iden of 
boing able to pay, deliberately obtain- 
ed from Messrs Showan Tomes and 
Compatiy goods to the value of $10,000. 
A writ was issued on September 21 
hut, debtor Lid himself and it was not until 
October 26 that he was arrested under 
a -warrant. .

AN AUOTIONEER BANKRUPT. 

The public oxanination of Mr I, Kiene 
was concluded in the Bankruptey Court 
this morning, His Honour Mr A. G6. Wise 
presiding. 

Me J. H. Kemp (Oficint Receiver) con- 
ducted the examination, and in reply to 
questions Mr Kiene stated that his persunal 
expenses last yeu amaunted to between 
8250 nnd $300 per mouth, having been 
considerably reduced since he went toto 
business ax an auctioneer. He watched 
his secounts amd bank Lalance closely 
and sent his pass bovk to the bunk 
twice a month to be made up. Debtor 
discovered he was insolvent ahout Chinese 
New Year. In December Ho Hang Tong 
paid hima deposit of $3,000 and at that 
time debtor thought he was 
having a eredil Latance of $600 in the 
hank, After paying in the $3,000 he paid 
aut $2,345, xome of which were for old 


solvent, 


debts, One item ($1,500) was in repay- 
ment of # loan and another item ($600) 
was in respect to a sale just held, the 
proceeds of which had not been collected, 

Mr Kemp ~Had you not received the 
#3,000 you could not have paid those 
amounts? 

Mr Kiene [would not have been able to 
pay so promptly ; T would have bad to 
wait until T had collected the money. 

My Kemp—There was ho agreement in 
writing thut yor were to use this $3,000 in 
husiness?—It was an understood thing. 
He was to yet $60 per month and a 
commission on all besiness he brought in. 
Then if he so desired it he could get 
repayment by monthly instalments and 
drop out of the bustucss.
